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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1-7 are indefinite as to scope in reciting both 
a broad range and preferred ranges within a single claim. Claims 1-6 are also indefinite 
in reciting "comprising... in" (claim 1 , line 2). There is no antecedent basis in claim 1 for 
"the paste" (claim 1 , line 3). Corrections are required without new matter. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lodge (EP 0,418,955 cited on IDS; see entire spec, and claim 5) in view of Fouache et 
al (cols. 1-4 and 6). Lodge et al discloses a process for making low fat fried snacks 
including about 70% starch based flour, about 3-15% maltodextrin having a reducing 
sugar greater than 5%, 20-40% water and up to 5% emulsifier. It would have been 
obvious to replace part of the maltodextrin in Lodge with branched maltodextrins having 
the properties claimed by applicant (claims 1-4 and 7-9) if it is desired to improve the 
quality of intestinal micro-flora in an individual's intestinal tract while reducing the 
calorific value of the snack product since it is well known to add branched maltodextrins, 
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having said properties, to food products for the above-stated purposes, as evidenced by 

Fouache et al (see especially col. 2, lines 28-32). Finding the optimum percent of each 

component in the snack product, as claimed in claim 10, would require nothing more 

than routine experimentation by one reasonably skilled in this art.
